BY THE TIME BRITNEY SPEARS TOOK THE 
oe stage at the Billboard Music Awards on May 22 

to perform a medley of her greatest hits 
including “Womanizer” and “Toxic”), the Internet had 
already heralded the eight-minute retrospective as a 
triumphant comeback. “She really is back to her true 
form,” says designer Mark Zunino, whom Spears tapped 
to create her scarlet costumes for the “very secretive” 
Billboard performance. “She looks fantastic, her body’s 
insane right now, and she knows it. She’s confident. 
Those motivations push you to do better and go farther, 
and I think because she had such an amazing response, 
she’s beyond excited to continue.” 
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Spears appears ready to make the most of the 
moment. Insiders say her ninth studio album— 
which she began recording last year—will drop by 
late 2016, with a lead single rumored for release in 
July. “It’s different and has a really interesting 
vibe,” says an industry source. “She’s very excited.” 

Call her Britney reborn or Britney 3.0—just don’t 
call Spears the same thing you did a decade 
ago, when her very public 2007 meltdown led to 
placement under a still-active court-ordered 
conservatorship run by her father, Jamie, and 
lawyer Andrew M. Wallet, who approve all her 
major financial and professional decisions. 
Through the years, memories of shaved heads and 
messy custody hearings have largely vanished. 

In their wake, Spears seems to have regained 
command over her place in the zeitgeist. Her Zen 
social-media presence—littered with photos of 
her kids, community dance classes, and uplifting 
poetry—suggests a happy, healthy mother of two. 
(She told People last year, “I’m in a real good place 
in my life.”) Her business ventures are equally 
visible, from the success of her Las Vegas residency 
(Britney: Piece of Me recently extended its run at 
Planet Hollywood through 2017 to the tune of 


a reported $35 million) to newer gambles that 
place her in competition with today’s savwviest digi- 
tal stars (her just-launched app, Britney Spears: 
American Dream—see sidebar—has already 
surpassed Kim Kardashian’s on the iTunes charts). 

“Brit falls in the category where you would be 
hard-pressed to find people that don’t want to see 
her,” says iHeartRadio programming exec John Ivey, 
a longtime friend of Spears’. “She’s become iconic. 
She’s had things that have kept her in the news— 
some good, some bad. But the biggest thing to me 
about Brit is she’s a survivor. She’s always a threat.” 

All that’s left is the music, which is where 
Spears has perhaps stumbled most in recent years. 
Her eighth album, 2013’s Britney Jean, was her 
lowest-selling to date; a subsequent single, 2015’s 
Iggy Azalea team-up “Pretty Girls,” was a song-of- 
summer contender that fizzled. “Not every one’s a 
No. 1 record—some connect, some don’t,” says 
Ivey. “But she’s in such a great spot right now, and 
we’re catching wind that there’s [new] music 
coming and she’s ready to work. I expect nothing 
but a competitive, big hit when it comes.”

What prompted you to 
start getting cheeky 
with contestants’ 
listed occupations?

So we 
decided a few years 
back to make an effort 
to not just be satisfied 
with “consultants” and 
“entrepreneurs.” 


Some of the job titles 
aren't even jobs at all! 


[In those cases] who 
they are is defined less 


by [how] they make 

a living and more by 
some other dominant 
trait. Haley and Emily 
[Ferguson], the twins 
from Ben’s season, are 
a good example. They 
were working in a club 
as bottle servers/cock- 
tail waitresses, and 
while this is an occu- 
pation that people can 
easily digest, it didn’t 
seem to identify them. 
They were twins before 
anything else. And 
thus they were both 
“twin” on the show. 


Are there any memora- 
ble chyrons on the 
cutting-room floor? 


There was a cast mem- 
ber on a season of 

The Bachelorette a few 
years back who had 
no real job.

should read. Ulti- 
mately, we went with 
“outdoorsman,” which 
we quite liked. How-

Has a contestant 
ever complained about 
their description? 


It’s rare that a contes- 
tant complains, as we 
try to work with them 
to figure it out in 
advance, but it does 
happen. It’s more 
common with men, 
who can be surprised 
that we don't just give 
the okay to every 
person who would 
like to be called an 
“entrepreneur.” That 
occupation seems 

to be the catchall for 
“I really don’t know 
what I’m doing with 
my life but this sure 
sounds cool.” 


What's your favorite 
chyron this year? Ever? 


“Hipster” seems to 
be this season's favor- 
ite. Brandon is a really 
good guy, but he 
doesn't actually do 
anything. He spends 
his days sleeping in, 
sifting through bins 
of vinyl, and trekking 
across town for a $7 
cold brew. As for all- 
time favorite, “twin” 
is a classic. There was 
also a guy who worked 
at Home Depot, and 
we took some poetic 
license and labeled 
him a “construction 
consultant.”

PRIME TIME SUDDENLY HAS 
more theme parks than Disney. 
Go to NBC and yow’re enter- 
ing Dick Wolf’s Chicago-town, 
home of procedurals with a 
heart. Venture to The CW and 
youre in producer Greg Berlan- 
ti’s superhero-stuffed DC-ville. 
Over on ABC you're in—c’mon, 
you already know this one— 
Shondaland, with soap queen 
Rhimes’ addictive dramas. 
FX is an all-American ride with 
Ryan Murphy’s Horror Story and 
Crime Story. And Netflix has its 
Hell’s Kitchen-set Marvel-verse, 
where executive producer Jeph 
Loeb wrangles six heroic current 
and upcoming titles. If one 
of these tiberproducers attaches 
his or her name to a series, 
you pretty much know what to 
expect from it. And if you’re a 
fan, you're likely to give the show 
a chance (or a second or third 
one, if the pilot isn’t great). 
They’re all Super Producers, 
and they represent the latest 
and perhaps most powerful 
incarnation of a once-dominant 
breed. In the ’70s, Norman 


Lear had groundbreaking com- 
edies; the 80s brought Steven 
Bochco’s crime dramas and 
Stephen J. Cannell’s action 
hours; the ’90s had Aaron Spell- 
ing’s soaps and David E. 
Kelley’s legal dramas. Each man 
was as famous as the shows 

he made. But then there was a 
fade. Spelling passed, Dick 
Wolf’s Law & Order franchise 
slumped, and falling broadcast 
ratings prompted networks 

to give more chances to new 
talents and diverse ideas, 
with rare exception (Chuck 
Lorre’s domination of CBS with 
his four bawdy comedies a 
few years back comes to mind). 
Now the Super Producers 
have fully returned, and they’re 
not only generating hits but 
also helping support whole net- 
works. Rhimes owns Thursdays

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outright, and next season ABC 
expects to expand her block to 
a new day to make room for her 
latest, midseason’s Romeo and 
Juliet sequel, Still Star-Crossed. 
This fall, The CW has Berlanti 
heroes rescuing four nights in 
a row, and they'll pile together 
for a four-way crossover stunt 
in the winter. With his Archie- 
comics-inspired Riverdale 
bowing midseason, we pointed 
out to Berlanti that he could 
literally end up producing half 
of The CW’s schedule next 
year. “That freaks me out if I 
think about it,” the producer 
told us while driving between 
meetings. “If ’m being honest, 
I don’t think the networks are 
doing it intentionally—it’s not 
about the producer as much 
as responding to what the audi- 
ence wants. Everything costs 
so much to make now, it’s easier 
to attract an audience with 
some element of familiarity.” 
And there’s more producer 
brand-building on the way, as 
Fox hopes to grow Lee Daniels’ 
Empire, uh, empire to include 
the new midseason musical 
drama Star, while comedy rule- 
breakers Phil Lord and Chris 
Miller have The Last Man on 
Earth along with the upcom- 
ing time-travel sitcom Making 
History and the partially ani- 
mated Son of Zorn.

With apologies to Berlanti, 
top executives say that pro- 
ducers are very much a factor. 
They’ve increasingly bet on 
certain power players for the 
simplest of reasons: At a time 
when hits have never been 
more scarce, certain individuals 
have proved they can open 
shows. “Everybody you're talk- 
ing about is prolific and their 
quality is really high,” Twentieth 
Century Fox TV president Jon- 
nie Davis says. “These creatives 
have been able to role-build 
in a way that’s undeniable, and 
not everybody can do it.” 

Even if that means aggressive 
replication. It’s almost hard to 
remember when producers who 
repeatedly delivered a certain 
type of show were derided— 
remember the jokes about 
CSI: Omaha? A true artist, the 
snobby presumption went, 
needs to radically innovate or 
else they're somehow cheating. 
That’s changed—across all 
mediums, too. Critics no longer 
mind if the new Adele album 
sounds just like yesterday’s 
Adele, or if a Ryan Murphy 
drama—whether Scream Queens 
on Fox, American Horror 
Story on FX, or his upcoming 
anthology series mining classic 
conflicts, Feud—feels like, well, 
a Ryan Murphy drama. When 
Dick Wolf unveils Chicago 
Justice next year, it will feel famil- 
iar, and that’s okay. “We were 
in a vacuum before,” says NBC 
president Jennifer Salke, who 
credits social media for the 
shift. “We looked only at ratings, 
and the press had an attitude 
about spin-offs. Now fans have 
a life force of their own, and 
we’re in touch with the fandom. 
These producers are masters 
at putting stories together and 
never let you down.” Which 
is good, because they’re hold-

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a gorgeous spring day in New York City, but you 
wouldn't know it inside the windowless, seasonless 
depths of 30 Rock. Nick Jonas is standing patiently in a 
cramped dressing room behind SNL's cavernous sound- 
stage as a segment producer walks him through 
the plans for that day's rehearsal, when she suddenly 
breaks off: “It's great to have you back here again. You're 
So...grown up!” §| When was his last visit, she asks—was 
it 2006, 2007? “No, 2009,” he says quietly. Back then he 
was barely 16, the curly-haired baby in a band of brothers 
whose Disney-dreamboat status was as pure and sweet 
as their three-minute pop songs. Today he is 23 and here 
very much on his own, his head cleanly shorn and his 
MMA-trained torso poured into a silky scarlet blazer; the 
overall look says less “celebrity off-duty” than “ringmaster 
of a sexy Italian circus.” {| Since going solo in 2014 with his 
sleek R&B opus Nick Jonas—which yielded two dance- 
chart No. 1s and the Hot 100 smash “Jealous”—he's also 
become known for a string of unexpected acting roles, 
most notably as a sexually confused fighter on DirecTV's 
breakout drama Kingdom and as a homicidal gay frat boy 
on the high-camp Ryan Murphy horror comedy Scream 
Queens. (Both of which only seemed to increase the 
fervor of his fan base across all persuasions; the shirtless 
ohoto shoots also haven't hurt.) Now, as he gears up 
for the June 1 return of Kingdom and the release of his 
confessional new record, Last Year Was Complicated (due 
June 10), the singer-actor sits down with EW to talk about 
love, fame, and exactly what he means by complicated. f 


You came up with a peer group—Miley 
Cyrus, Demi Lovato, Selena Gomez— 
that has successfully transitioned to 
more grown-up pop careers. I just 
picture some kind of Child Star 
Survivors group text you're all on. 
[Laughs] Yeah, there’s a camaraderie there, a 
sort of unspoken brother- and sisterhood. If 
you want to talk about that graduating class 
of 2008, I’m really proud—it’s a really good 
group. Regardless of some of the history 
between us in different ways, there’s a gen- 
eral strength and empowerment that we all 
feel, still being in the mix and being in a good 
spot. It’s a cool thing. 

Your history with the Jonas Brothers 
is pretty well documented, but 
people don’t talk as much about your 
work as a child actor on Broadway 
and London's West End in the early 
2000s. How did that prepare you for 
what came later? 

Well, A Christmas Carol was my first show, 
and I was playing Scrooge at 8—which is a 
real character name—and I was also the 
understudy for Tiny Tim. In the eight years 
the show ran, no understudy had ever gone 
on, but of course the year I did it the kid got 
sick and I had to. The music started for my 
solo part, and the first four bars my mind 
just went blank. I’m in the spotlight looking 
at the conductor, who was this frightening 
man I was so intimidated by, and I just 
choked. It came to me halfway through, but 
it was such a traumatic experience at an 
early age that I think it showed me pretty 
quickly that these things happen and life 
goes on. And of course the conductor I 
thought was going to murder me was really 
kind about it. [Laughs] 

More recently you've had to handle a 
lot of questions about being a straight 
sex symbol taking on non-straight 
roles. Coming from a religious Texas 
upbringing, was Broadway also your 
first exposure to gay culture? 

Yeah, it was. I was in Annie Get Your Gun 
when I was 9, and one day I was walking out 
the stage door and this guy, who played a 
very macho character in the show, walked 
out of the stage door holding his boyfriend’s

hand, and then I saw them kiss. So I told my 
dad and he said, “Well, yeah, he’s gay, and 
that’s great and he’s happy, that’s who he is. 
It’s not our place to judge anybody.” And it 
was like, right away it sort of shaped my view. 
That almost sounds too good to be true. 
Yeah, right? Especially coming from a minis- 
ter. But he’s a really good man. One of the 
things that people don’t talk about with min- 
istry is that in a lot of ways you are people’s 
counselor, their safety net. When s--- hits the 
fan, you're at their door at three in the morn- 
ing after their husband assaults them or their 
wife leaves them or their son is going through 
something, whatever it is. There’s a responsi- 
bility that you take on, and I think that either 
makes you jaded and you find it hard to see 
the good in some people or, in his case, you 
become more understanding. 

You were lucky to have a stable home 
life, but watching young stars before 
you, such as Britney Spears or Aaron 
Carter, did you ever feel like you were 
in danger of getting lost that way? 
Many times. I never struggled with addiction 
on any level, which I think probably stems 
from living with diabetes. I’m not saying that 
Ihaven’t had one too many drinks one night, 
but I think the thing that was most challeng- 
ing for me was applying a lot of pressure to 
myself and trying to maintain a real image of 
perfection, which is so impossible. And we 
did have a lot of pressure on us to maintain 
that image. But once you become an adult 
you realize nobody’s perfect, and it actually 
does you a disservice in your artistry to try 
and keep that up.... But it was more challeng- 
ing than I’ve spoken about before. I never

wanted to sound like I was bitching about it, 
because a lot of people would kill to have 
what we did. But I had a couple years where 
s--- was really not going well—like when the 
Jonas Brothers tried to come back and do it 
again, but too many things were just not 
authentic about what we were doing. To be 
21 and think, “All right, is my career over? 
Have I blown it? Or do people just not care?” 
There were a lot of questions and self-doubt 
to a point where I was considering, “Okay, 
Pll just write and produce music for myself.” 
Well, productivity hasn't been a 
problem for you—you said recently 
that you had 300 tracks ready to go? 
[Laughs] That might have been a slight exag- 
geration. I did a couple years of songwriting 
for other people, and none of the songs got 
cut, which sucked, but it was a really good 
time for me to grow. And with this [new] 
record, there’s probably an additional 10 to 
15 songs that didn’t make the final cut. 
You'll be touring this summer with 
Demi Lovato, who you've been good 
friends with since your Disney days 
and also watched go through some 
very public struggles at one point. 

It’s been years of working on herself and get- 
ting better, but she’s amazing—and a better 
singer, too, because she’s healthy. But I was 
genuinely concerned that I might lose my 
friend. And what was so hard is that when she 
really had her big meltdown while we were 
on tour years ago [Lovato suffered a nervous 
breakdown in 2010 while on tour with the Jonas 
Brothers and subsequently entered rehab], 1 
talked to her and was just like, “Look, I see 
something’s happening.” But you have to let 
someone make that choice themselves. It’s a 
journey, you know? And it still is. 

You also dated Miley Cyrus. How has 
it been to see her move forward? 

It’s pretty great, because I love “Wrecking 
Ball” so much. I still think it’s one of the best 
pop songs of the last 10 years. And you know, 
she’s always been outspoken and authentic 
to who she is, so it was only a matter of time 
before she really owned that, and I’m proud 
of her. I don’t have a relationship with her 
now really, but that’s not because we have 
any bad blood—we just sort of run in differ-

I 
had taken a shot of D’Ussé [cognac] in this 
100-degree weather and I thought, “If 1 throw 
up on stage in front of Jay Z, ’m gonna end 
this right here.” I didn’t, thankfully, but we 
talked afterwards, and he was really direct 
and just said, “Listen, I believe in you, what 
you guys are building. We want to help you in 
any way we can. Today just hang with me, 
let’s get to know each other.” 

And he helped with the album title? 
Yeah. Titles are tough—it’s such an impor- 
tant thing, and the pressure to come up with 
the right one is so intense. The best ones are 
just honest, like Maroon 5’s Songs About Jane, 
So when Jay Z asked me, “What was the last 
year of your life like?” maybe he was expect- 
ing me to say, “Great!” The reason I like it is 
because if there’s one thing we can all con- 
nect on, it’s that we all go through the same 
s---. A breakup is complicated. Learning how 
to be alone is complicated. Dealing with 
newfound success is complicated. 

Is this album your Songs About Olivia 
then? [Jonas split with former Miss 
Universe Olivia Culpo in 2015 after a 
two-year relationship.] 

No. I’ve thought a lot about whether she’s 
heard it, and I’m sure she’s heard “Cham- 
pagne Problems” at this point. The concept 
of the song, which maybe doesn’t stand out 
on the first listen, is “You’re amazing, you’re 
all the things I hope to find with somebody, 
but timing, circumstances, all these things 
play into it not being right.” Champagne is 
amazing, it tastes delicious but gives you a 
really bad hangover. That’s the idea.... [But] 
I haven’t heard from her in a year. I don’t 
know if Pll hear from her again. I’m not sure. 
You're very open about all this stuff. 
Ive got nothing to hide anymore, which feels 
good. I hid behind a wall of sort of robotic 
response before, which I’ve given up on.

You have to trust a couple 
teenagers with what was a very successful 
brand. So I get it, but when I started to feel 
liberated as an artist, it felt so good to be able 
to say what I felt—to be aware of conse- 
quences but not limited by them. 

Is there any topic you draw the line on? 
There’s nothing I don’t want to talk about. If 
someone asked what I’m into, like a fetish, 
I'd probably tell them. But I wouldn’t say 
something about the person I’m having sex 
with— that’s a line that I draw out of respect. 
How is your relationship with your 
brothers now that you're no longer 
co-workers, so to speak? 


So nice. So nice! Joe and I just got a house 
together in L.A. I was living by myself this 
past year, and I hate that part: I hate traveling 
alone, feeling alone. I start to crave compan- 
ionship, even though I’m very happy being 
single. And then my oldest brother, Kevin, 
lives in New Jersey with his wife and baby, 
[who’s] amazing. And my little brother 
[Frankie, who was not in the Jonas Brothers] is 
in Texas with my parents. He’s 15 and going 
to college next year to study film and creative 
writing. He’s a genius. I’m so proud of him. 
Was being a Jonas something you've 
had to overcome in acting auditions? 
Definitely. It was really challenging when I 
was working to get Kingdom. There were 
probably 15 to 20 no’s that the world will 
never know about, because of the stigma of 
the Brothers and Disney. I think Goat [an 
R-rated frat-hazing drama due this September] 
is a pretty big piece of the puzzle, and the 
reception at Sundance this year was so great. 
It bothered people, which I love, and started 
a really good conversation about masculin- 
ity—what that looks like today and how we 
deal with it. So I think it’s less of an issue now 
than it was, thankfully. But sometimes there’s 
a role that I love and it’s almost the reverse 
effect, which is that now there’s maybe too 
much attention on me as a pop star. 

Will you ever choose between the two? 
I think it’s a case-by-case situation. I’m try- 
ing to be conscious and do things that are 
thought-provoking on both sides of the 
spectrum. But I really do love both. 

You seem very mature and well- 
adjusted for a 23-year-old. Tell me 
some good advice you've gotten. 

My mom is an incredibly strong woman, 
having raised four boys, and she was really 
on us about manners and etiquette at an 
early age. She made a point to tell me, 
“You're already good with your hands, you 
make things, you play instruments. So being 
able to use your hands as a man is good; 
women like that. But make sure your nails 
are clean and taken care of.” It just really 
stuck with me. See? [Holds out his hands] 
Wow, you’re not kidding. 

Right? And I’ve been told before... It really 
does make a difference. [Laughs]

In 1989, a 25-year-old lawyer named Michelle Robinson spent a warm, 
languid day strolling around Chicago with a summer associate at her firm. His 
name: Barack Hussein Obama. The relationship that began that day would 
change the world, but it was not love at first sight—at least not for Michelle. 
“| loved thinking about what was going on inside Michelle’s head,” says Tika 
Sumpter (Ride Along), who stars opposite newcomer Parker Sawyers in this 
reenactment of that first date.

And what's at stake for her and for her reputation at work if she 
goes out with him?” 4 Many of the events in the film are historically accurate—

WINONA RYDER WOULD REALLY LIKE TO 
discuss hernew series, Stranger Things, but she 
just can’t. Literally. “It’s impossible,” she says. 
“Honestly, because it’s supernatural and 
there’s lots of twists and turns and things we 
can’t talk about.” Well, maybe we can describe 
italittle better: Created by writer-director duo 
the Duffer Brothers (Hidden), Stranger Things 
stars Ryder as Joyce, a single mom raising two 
boys, Will (Noah Schnapp) and Jonathan 
(Charlie Heaton), in suburban Indiana in 1983. 
Riding home on his bike one night, 12-year-old 
Will encounters some sort of creature (Matt 
and Ross Duffer refer to him as “the Monster”) 
and—here’s where those twists and turns 
come in—is taken into another dimension. 
While Will’s best pals try to save him, Joyce 
begins to unravel and suspect she can commu- 
nicate with her missing son through the lights 
in her house, a la Close Encounters of the Third 
Kind. The character actually has similarities to 
one of Ryder’s most famous roles. “If you look 
at the classic things that are supernatural, it 
has to be grounded in some sort of humanity, 
even Beetlejuice,” says Ryder. “That movie is so 
crazy and I remember Tim [Burton] once said 
something like, ‘You’re the voice of reason 
amidst the chaos.” 

Ryder liked the genre feel of Things (a lov- 
ing homage to ’8os films such as E.T. and The

Goonies) but even more so when she learned 
that it had a sci-fi-tinged plotline involving a 
secret government facility.

then it’s harder and harder to make the kinds 
of movies I grew up making. The Duffers 
basically told me that Stranger Things is like 
an eight-hour movie.” 

But that’s about all they told her in terms 
of her arc on Things. “They sort of had a gen- 
eral idea [of the plot],” says Ryder. “That’s 
what was challenging: not knowing exactly 
what was going to happen. I had to sort of 
embrace that, which was different for me.” 
And then there’s acting opposite imaginary 
interdimensional monsters for more than 
seven months. “It’s hard,” Ryder admits. “I 
spent the first few months just screaming 
and crying and howling at a piece of gaffer’s 
tape.” One of her favorite parts? Watching 
her young costars. The actress, whose film 
debut was in the 1986 comedy Lucas, says 
seeing them takes her back. “They’re so 
funny and so unique. It’s nostalgic for me 
because I remember very vividly what it was 
like,” she says. “I had a great time when I was 
that age, and I had a great time after that. But 
it’s really nice to just watch and support 
them. It’s their show.” 

It’s a sweet thought, but the Duffers won’t 
let Ryder get away with that modest defer- 
ence. “Winona’s movies were in our VHS 
rotations,” says Matt Duffer of their early 
influences. “Her name means a lot to me, and 
I think she’s an amazing actress. As a fan, you 
want to cast someone you want to see more 
of on screen, and she’s someone I want to see 
a lot more of on screen.” And thanks to the 
Duffers, now we can. —TIM STACK

So you've binged 
The People v. OJ. Simpson:

Neither is Edelman’s 
coverage of that other trial— 
for the 2007 robbery that 
finally landed Simpson behind 
bars for stealing his own auto- 
graphed items in Las Vegas 
(Exhibit C). Made in America 
makes a strong case that 
Simpson belongs in jail for 
killing Nicole, especially when 
it painstakingly chronicles 

the couple’s long history of 
domestic abuse. But when 
youre finally watching the 
judge hand Simpson a 33-year 
sentence for a different offense, 
it’s still hard not to wonder: 
Was justice really served? 

True crime is an easy sell in 
the wake of Serial, The Jinx, and 
Making a Murderer, but it’s hard 
to remember the last time a 
true-crime series was so grip- 
ping when the verdict was so 
well-known. For those too 
young to remember the specif- 
ics of the trial, Made in America 
(see review, page 100) will play 
like a thriller, carefully paced 
with twists and cliff-hangers. 
For everyone else, it’s a brilliant 
work of long-form reporting, 
with Edelman carefully plotting 
an outcome that seems inevi- 
table only in hindsight. Watch it 
now. You'll be thinking—and 
talking—about it all summer 
long.

Getting inside that 
head, and body, was no 
easy feat. “It was trying to 
explore a character that 
| have absolutely no simi- 
larities with,” Claflin says. 
“As you can imagine, lim- 
iting my gestures to eye 
and mouth movements 
was quite difficult. I’m 
quite an open, flamboy- 
ant character myself.” 

To replicate a quadri- 
plegic physicality, Claflin 
held his body in a very 
specific position, at times 
tying his hands down to 
become familiar with the 


limited movement. He 
lived for months with 
soreness in his neck, 
shoulders, lower back, 
and fingers. He also 
dropped about 40 
pounds over the course 
of production to 
represent Traynor's 
muscular atrophy. 

Despite those hurdles, 
Claflin, who himself 
dreamed of a professional 
soccer career before an 
ankle injury sidelined him, 
never loses the desirability 
that makes his caregiver, 
Louisa Clark (Emilia 
Clarke), fall in love with 
him. “I tried to be as witty 
as possible,” Claflin says. “If 
that comes across, | think 
it just proves that Emilia is 
so good that she can act 
in love. It was really kind of 
out of my hands.” 

What was in his hands 
was understanding 
Traynor, aman who is 
grappling with whether or 
not to end his life. Direc- 
‘or Thea Sharrock says it 
was Claflin’s innate empa- 
hy that led her to cast 
him. “Sam is unlike a lot 
of actors of his genera- 
ion,” she says. “He has a 
humbleness that is very 
pure and real.

STRATEGICALLY SCATTERED ROSE PETALS? CHECK. 
Strands of twinkle lights draped over every banister? 
Check. Crystal chandeliers—all 28 of them—turned on 
in every room? Check, check, check. On the Vancouver 
set of UnREAL, Lifetime’s surprise hit chronicling the 
behind-the-scenes drama of reality TV, the mansion 
has been prepped to look like a picture-perfect 
paradise—which means the most dramatic season of 
Everlasting, its show-within-a-show, is about to begin. 

Or not. In her office, Everlasting’s acerbic boss Quinn 
(Constance Zimmer) is facing a bad case of producer’s 
block, crumpling up the umpteenth Post-it note she had 
wanted to add to a board of date ideas (“Travel Ventures: 
The Amazon,” “Retro Housewives,” “When Wildlife 
Fights Back!””). She’s too distracted by her ex-lover and 
ousted Everlasting creator Chet (Craig Bierko). In a char- 
acteristically dickish move, he’s brought his newborn 
son to—gasp!—meet Daddy’s former mistress. “That 
caterwauling ball of flesh is the result of you cheating on 
me with your wife, so no, I don’t want to hold it,” Quinn 
says, teeth gritted. “I'd put a pillow over its face right 
now when it’s still young enough to claim SIDS.” 

As in, Sudden Infant Death Syndrome. And no, 
Quinn’s not kidding when she says she wants Chet’s baby 
to die. “I know, I know,” Zimmer says with a wince 
between takes. “Quinn is a person who’s okay with not 
caring what people think, even if what she says is horri- 
ble.” The same goes for her producing partner-in-crime, 
Rachel (Shiri Appleby): “You’re creating chaos,” she 
deadpans to Chet. “You’re ruining my life with this baby.” 

Clearly, UnREAL’s antiheroines can be a tad...dra- 
matic, but the dialogue is nowhere near as shocking as 
the show’s success. Who knew Lifetime—previously 
home to hammy TV movies, guilty-pleasure shows, and 
that one Grumpy Cat film—could produce a darkly 
comedic, thought-provoking drama that manages to 
critique glitzy reality franchises like The Bachelor and 
explore the power politics between women in the 
workplace? Co-creators Marti Noxon (Buffy the Vampire 
Slayer) and Sarah Gertrude Shapiro, a former Bachelor 
producer, developed the series based on Sequin Raze, 
Shapiro’s grim 2013 short film inspired by her own eye- 
opening experience wrangling contestants. Shapiro fig- 
ured the story about the mental toll of making reality 
TV would fit best on a prestige network. “It was really 
unexpected for me to both be pitching at and selling at 
Lifetime,” she says. “I didn’t understand how it would 
fit there. My short was dark and gritty and just one 
strange 20-minute scene.” 


But the coupling worked, thanks to a premise that 
offered a pair of irresistible shows: one that emulated 
the addictive quality of The Bachelor, complete with 
hokey dates and elimination ceremonies, and one that 
expertly deconstructed the entire fantasy, satisfying the 
itch to pull back the reality curtain. Together they 
packed multiple years’ worth of drama into UnREAL’s 
10-episode first season, covering mental illness, suicide, 
eating disorders, sexuality, and domestic abuse—all 
while squeezing in a steamy love triangle and wrapping 
up the champagne-fueled dating competition. “There 
were no expectations for this show to be successful,” 
Appleby explains matter-of-factly. “It’s not coming 
from a place where people were expecting quality work. 
Nobody was watching what we were doing, so we could 
take a lot of risks.” 

Caught off guard, critics lauded the series to the tune 
of three Critics’ Choice nominations and one win. Yet 
Shapiro isn’t fazed by the attention—or by the possibility 
of a sophomore slump. “Frankly, I try to ignore the hype 
as much as possible,” she says. “When questions were 
swirling around early on about how we top season 1, 
I almost did a spit take. For me, it’s just really important 
to stay inside the characters’ heads and stay inside the 
world. I feel like without trying, we do outdo ourselves.” 

The trick to pushing the envelope further? Tackle the 
elephant in the hot tub: the issue of race in reality TV. 
With Chet out of the picture, Quinn and Rachel have 
taken the reins and cast pro football star Darius Hill 
(B.J. Britt) as Everlasting’s first black suitor—a move The 
Bachelor itself has yet to pull. Despite the coup, the two 
find it’s not enough to sustain high-stakes TV—some- 
thing producer Jay (Jeffrey Bowyer-Chapman) figured 
would happen. “For Jay, he lives it on a daily basis, so he 
knows the fact that [Darius] is a black man is not neces- 
sarily that fascinating a story after a certain point,” he 
says. “But for the others, they realize they need to drum 
up more drama, more dust around the story, to keep it 
being the focal point.” This leaves Rachel once more at 
odds with her job—it’s not exactly feminist to force her

“wifeys” into creating racial tension—but Appleby points out that 
UnREAL doesn’t spend all season on race. The show aims to pro- 
voke, not pander. “We’re not really harping on it,” she says. Zimmer 
agrees: “We’re not trying to cram any ideals down anybody’s throat. 
We’re just shining a light on them.” And besides, she adds, the 
drama’s more fun: “We do some pretty horrible things to these 
people this season.” (Quinn is a woman who has the words F--- OFF 
spelled out in Scrabble letters on her desk, after all.) 

Just look at the slew of ladies they've brought on board to vie for 
Darius. There’s Bethann (Lindsay Musil), a Southern belle whose 
claim to fame is an Instagram photo of her wearing a Confederate- 
flag bikini in the name of white power; Ruby (Denée Benton), a 
black-rights activist Rachel strong-arms into joining the show instead 
of finishing college; and London (Sunita Prasad), a Pakistani-American 
engineer Quinn and Rachel try to pressure into wearing a head scarf 
so she would look more, well, “terrorist” to boost Everlasting’s 
ratings. (Yeah, you read that right.) “I know, it’s totally crossing a 
line,” Shapiro admits. “That’s one of the ones where I’m like, ‘Wow, 
okay, here we go.’ But I mean, I wrote it, I came up with it! It’s crazy. 
[In season 2] we’re going harder and harder and farther and farther.” 
(For our review of the new season, see page 98.)

balcony, Ruby approaches to ask what’s wrong. She promises they’re 
having a private conversation, but—surprise, surprise—Jay follows 
closely behind with a cameraman ready to capture their téte-a-téte. 

Filming the filming of the scene requires a carefully choreographed 
setup. Bowyer-Chapman and a real cameraman hover behind the 
railing of the balcony to track Darius and Ruby, while another unit of 
cameras tracks their movement, and one more shoots Darius and 
Ruby without Jay’s interference. When the scene airs, UnREAL’s 
steady shots of Darius and Ruby’s hot-and-heavy action will be inter- 
cut with shots from Jay’s cameraman and shots of Jay grinning at 
Ruby’s flirtatious touchdown. 

Got all that? No worries if not—Britt’s still getting used to it. “It’s 
hard to wrap your brain around it,” he says afterward. “You don’t know

which cameras are rolling, and it’s confusing, but it 
keeps you on your A game.” 

Also new to the lineup this season are John Booth 
(loan Gruffudd), a tech billionaire who sets his sights on 
Quinn, and Coleman (Michael Rady), a respected film- 
maker brought on by the network. Though Rachel claims 
to have sworn off workplace romance after last season’s 
love triangle with suitor Adam (Freddie Stroma) and for- 
mer flame Jeremy (Josh Kelly)—both of whom will 
make return appearances in season 2—she’s drawn to 
Coleman. “Rachel really wants to tell important stories, 
and here’s a guy who’s done that with his documenta- 
ries,” Appleby says. “She’s looking at him as another 
option. The fairy tale with Adam didn’t work, and the 
boots-and-straps guy with Jeremy didn’t work.” 

So will the successful, highbrow kind of guy work? 
Not likely. Everlasting may be built on backstabbing 
that’s wrapped in sequins and doused in hairspray, but 
UnREAL is built on Rachel and Quinn. “They’re soul 
mates,” Shapiro explains. “The guys are just projected 
fantasies of, like, Prince Charming or the guy next door 
or something. But with each episode, we ask, ‘Where 
are Quinn and Rachel? Are they together and in love, or 
are they fighting and breaking up?’” 

Midway through the second season, they’re defi- 
nitely breaking up. In the garage that doubles as Ever- 
lasting’s chandelier-free control room, the pair have 
once again engaged in a two-woman cold war, but 
they’re not angrily spewing bile at each other; instead, 
they’re unnervingly resigned. Both even fight back 
tears. “I’m not your friend,” Quinn says. “Congratula- 
tions. You showed me. I guess you can run the show.” 

No spoilers here on how the pair wind up on the 
rocks, but Zimmer says it’s inevitable for the two to 
keep ending up in this place. “They grow together, but 
they can’t,” she explains. Their relationship “is mother 
and daughter, it’s sisters, it’s husband and wife.” 

It’s also mentor and protégée. “At some point, either 
they’re going to be equals or Rachel’s going to outgrow 
Quinn,” Shapiro says. “I’m obsessed with feminism and 
the complications and limitations of feminism, so I 
thought it’d be super interesting to test that [through 
them].” In other words, if it’s feminist for Rachel to want 
to be the boss, would it be feminist for Quinn to share 
the throne? “They’re two incredibly strong women who 
want to have a successful television show, but the stories 
they want to tell are different,” Appleby adds. “Quinn 
and Rachel are arguing over content.” She bursts into 
laughter. “Sorry, ‘arguing over content’ just made me 
laugh. Like that’ll turn America on!” She pauses. “Look, 
we also have girls in bikinis a lot and scandalous football 
outfits. That’s good, right?” We'll take all of it. —sHIRLEY LI

is headed—that these two opposites (he’s a 
storm cloud, she’s all silver lining) will end 
up attracting, and that love, at least for a 
while, will prove stronger than death. But 
you'll forgive the movie’s clichés because of 
its surprisingly winning performances.

Even with 
Louisa by his side, he’ll never be the man he 
was and still wants to be. It’s the closest that 
Sharrock and Moyes come to deviating from 
the genre’s formula. But we don’t go to 
romantic melodramas like this looking for 
surprises. We want to be resold on the 
power of love. Me Before You doesn’t try to 
reinvent the wheel. We’ve all seen some 
version of this movie before, but that 
doesn’t make it any less effective.

b IT SOUNDS LIKE ONE OF THE CHESHIRE CAT’S 
slippery riddles: What is a Tim Burton movie 
with no Tim Burton? The Mad Hatter-haired 
fantasist seemed like a perfectly surreal match for Lewis 
Carroll’s curiouser-and-curiouser classic Alice in Wonder- 
land. And in many ways he was: His 2010 adaptation 
grossed a staggering $1 billion worldwide, though some 
found too little actual wonder in all its brain-whomping 
visual dazzle. Burton is still billed as a producer on the 
sequel, but he’s passed the reins to James Bobin (Da Ali G 
Show and both recent Muppet movies). Not that you’ll 
necessarily notice; for better or worse, Looking Glass loses 
none of the first film’s muchness, with Bobin mimicking 
both his predecessor’s wildly saturated style and his gen- 
eral disregard for plot and substance. 

As the story opens, Alice (Mia Wasikowska, winsome and 
dauntless to a fault) has been summoned down the rabbit 
hole once more. Johnny Depp’s mournful Mad Hatter is 
dying, apparently of a broken heart—and finding the lost 
family he pines for means whirling back through the years 
via Time personified (Sacha Baron Cohen) to find out where 
it all went wrong. Her quest is fittingly epic, but the movie 
itselfis oddly static and more than a little airless. It’s not the 
actors’ fault: Depp gamely grimaces and prances in his 
Scottish-kabuki drag, White Queen Anne Hathaway flutters 
like a glittery sparrow, and Helena Bonham Carter brings 
real bite and pathos to her Red Queen. (She hates because 
she hurts.) The film is also a feast to look at, even when it 
feels like you'll get gout in your eyeballs from the over- 
whelming CGI lushness of it all. But Looking’s stakes never 
quite resonate, and the movie’s emotional impact—like its 
daft, colorful cast—ultimately stays behind the glass.

After taking the wheel of Furious 7 last year, 
director James Wan returns to the big scream 
with The Conjuring 2 and Lights Out.

While some people may believe 
that horror filmmakers are in need 
of psychiatric assistance, James 
Wan thinks crafting fright flicks 
actually helps him stay sane. 

“You put all that scary s--- on the 
screen so you don't have to carry 
it around with you every day,” 
says the director, 39, whose 
terror-tale credits include 2004's 
Saw and 2011's Insidious. “It’s ie we 
quite therapeutic.” 

lf that’s true, Wan must be 
enjoying a period of scarily good 
mental health. He not only , a 
directed The Conjuring 2 (out : 

June 10) but also produced Lights 
Out (out July 22), about a ghastly 
phantom that dwells in the dark. 
“Lights Out deals with our every- 
day fear,” he says. “Someone turns 
off the light and you think you see 
something, but when you turn it 
back on it’s not there. We've all 
had that experience.” 

The Malaysia-born, Australia- 
raised filmmaker caught the fright 
bug after watching Jaws and 
Poltergeist as a kid. “My parents 
were not afraid to let me see 
horror movies,” he says. “Jaws 
made me terrified of the beach, 
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and Poltergeist made me afraid % 
that the nice, loving suburban 
house that you live in could actu- 
ally be plagued by supernatural 
malevolent forces.”

TO TV VIEWERS OF A CERTAIN AGE, THE TERM “EVENT 
series” is defined by a phenomenon that gripped the coun- 
try in 1977: Roots, a sprawling adaptation of Alex Haley’s 
novel. Like Star Wars, another game changer of that same 
year, Roots was an accidental groundbreaker. Fearing a 
bomb, ABC aired all eight episodes in eight straight days 
to minimize the damage to its season. What the network 
got instead was a success: The series was watched by an 
estimated 130 million people. Roots was must-see binge 
TV, and while not without flaws, it brought people of all 
races together to inspire reflection about our nation- 
building and our responsibility to the legacy of slavery.

Those considerations are still relevant 
nearly 40 years later, when #BlackLivesMatter 
is still a cause that needs championing, when 
Confederate flags still fly with pride, and 
when complex issues of race—from white 
privilege to institutional bias—still roil 
American life. It’s a good time, then, for a 
new Roots. This take on Haley’s book is like 
so many other “event series” today—a 
reboot of something many watched long ago.

The original Roots was marred by choices 
now seen as pandering to white audiences, 
like a slave-ship captain with a tortured con- 
science. The remake is resolute in producing 
credible historical fiction and presenting it 
through a slave’s perspective.

He endures deg- 
radation and resists the erasure of his identity 
by actively remembering his heritage. He 
instills his warrior mindset into his daughter, 
Kizzy (Anika Noni Rose), who suffers at the 
hands of Tom Lea Jonathan Rhys Meyers), a 
rapacious slave owner desperate for social 
elevation. The violence they suffer is horrify- 
ing. Their strength is heroic but never phony 
nor dramatized without thought of cost. 

The second half of the four-part series 
centers on Kizzy’s son by Tom, “Chicken” 
George (Regé-Jean Page), a cockfighting whiz 
with no use for family lore. He chases free- 
spiritedness within the slave society with 
queasy, dead-end strategies, like developing a 
flamboyant persona calculated to entertain, 
not threaten, white culture. The final act finds 
a disillusioned George and his pragmatic, 
alienated son (Sedale Threatt Jr.) drawn into 
the Civil War and challenges them to recon- 
nect with the past as they forge a new future. 

A propulsive, plot-driven narrative and 
performances remarkable for their emotional 
depth and physicality keep you constantly 
engaged. A strong imagination for the slave 
experience—their ambivalence about the 
Revolutionary War; their attitudes about love, 
family, religion—yields dramatic richness and 
cultivates great empathy. A score of support- 
ing characters deepen the themes of freedom 
and identity and perseverance, with Forest 
Whitaker doing a poignant turn as Fiddler, 
Kunta’s plantation mentor and a portrait of 
survival by conformity. The choppy final hour 
indulges some violent wish-fulfillment, but 
also provokes us to consider how we respond 
to the racial challenges of today with a defiant 
and disciplined activist spirit. A difficult yet 
rewarding journey, Roots asks us to fearlessly 
confront our past and be changed by it. A-

je DO QUINN (CONSTANCE ZIMMER) AND 
Rachel (Shiri Appleby) have any qualms 
about acting like soulless she-douches? 
Well, season 2 opens with the Everlasting bosses 
celebrating Quinn’s seven-figure deal and Rachel’s 
promotion to showrunner with matching tattoos 
that say “Money. D---. Power.” So, probably not. 
Judging by the two new episodes available for review, 
UnREAL features less moral hand-wringing over the 
way Quinn, Rachel, and the others manipulate the 
contestants. Now it just wants us to revel in the 
inventiveness of whoever does it best. As Everlasting 
welcomes its first black suitor, footballer Darius 
(B.J. Britt), Rachel’s running the show, but it’s not 
that easy—Quinn still overrules, and Chet (Craig 
Bierko) has returned from a men’s-rights retreat 
primed to steal Everlasting back from the women. 
These three are saving their most Machiavellian 
moves for one another, and their suspenseful game 
of one-upmanship should fuel a billion think pieces 
that ask, What are the repercussions when men are 
cowed by ruthless female bosses? What goals do 
feminists secretly share with misogynist men? 
Another overarching question: Can two white 
women make an important statement about race? 
Rachel brags about making history with the first 
black suitor, but she sells Darius to the higher-ups by 
saying, “He’s not that black...he’s football black.” 
When a Black Lives Matter activist (Denée Benton) 
joins Everlasting, UnREAL offers a surprisingly 
nuanced exploration of whether it’s more effective 
to create change from within the system or by blow- 
ing it up. Of course, there’s also a contestant who 
wears a Confederate-flag bikini. Somehow, just like 
its unfortunately tattooed protagonists, UnREAL 
just gets smarter the more shameless it gets.
